Of the 67,076 persons: born outside Ireland 
“0,724 lived in Dublin City and the: four 
adjoming urban districts, 15,473 iu the re- 
maining towns, and 30,609 in rura] areas 
Persons born outside Ireland accounted for 
4.3% of the population of Dublin City and its 
suburbs, 5.2% of the other three County 
Boroughs, 2.9% of other towns, and 
1.5% of the population of rural areas.

INSPECTOR’S TESTIMONY. 


A ‘favourable view of the progress of 
technical editeation in the Irish Free State 
Was presented by Mr. W. M. Heller, 


Inspector of Technical Schools, who spoke at 
the annual prize distribution to students of 
the Kildare Technical Schools, held at Naas- 
last Wednesday. Mr. Heller stated that in 
the past fortnight he had visited technical 
schools from Dublin to Donegal, and had 
come hack extremely cheered, because every- 
where he went he saw fine. useful work going 
on, with a new drivine force behind it. 


There was an emphatic improvement as 
compared with two or three years azo. 
Atterdance had improved, enthusiasm in- 
creased, and they were getiing into the 


schools the right type of pupil—the pupil 
who was apprenticed to a trade, and realised 
that technical training could definitely help 
him in his calling. They hed not vet done 
much actual training of men already in 
trades. but in the near future there* would 
be a development in that direction. 

The report of the Commission on Technical 
Fducation was described by Mr. Heller as the 
finest niece of constructive educational sug- 
gestion that had yet heen produced.

ITS DEVELOPMENT IN NEW 
ZEALAND. 

At a meeting of the yaa pains and 
Scientific Association of Ireland, which was 
held in University College, Dublin, yesterday, 
Mr. Ranald J. Harvey, M.1.E.E., Consulting 
Engineer to the Government of New Zealand, 
read a paper entitled ‘*‘ Hydro-Klectric Power 
and its Development in New Zealand.’’ 

The chair was occupied by the President of 
the Society, Mr. FE. FE. Joynt, M.1.M.E. 

Mr. Harvey, in the course of his paper, 
said that the world’s power, distributed in 
varying degrees and Jocalities at present in 
the use of man, hes principally in the form 
of coal, oil and water. Water-power is un- 
doubtedly an important national asset. 
Although coal may be present in the same 


district, consideration should be given to the 
water-power for home consumption, with a 
view of liberating as much of the coal as 
possible to augment the particular country’s 
exports. There was a great deal of the 
potential energy in the world running to 
waste, 


The lecturer explained the various types of 
development of water-power and the types of 
turbines which ave generally used. There are, 
he said, many sources of water-power which 
are not economical to develop at the present 
time. Long transmission lines add very much 
to the cost of the power delivered to the 
consumer, 

EXPENSIVE LINES. 

In some Canadian schemes, for instance, 
transmitting a distance of 2.0 miles doubles 
the cost approximately to the consumer. 
Long transmission lines’ involving high 
capital charges are expensive to maintain, 
and not the least is the danger from break- 
down, apart from the electrical characteristics 
of altering the power factor. 

New Zealand, he continued, was particu- 
larly well provided with available water- 
power as a result of the topography of the 
highlands, and there was a considerable 
number of smal] and large lakes. From 1887 
onward a number of municipal schemes were 
projected, and these drew the attention of the 
Government to the necessity of developing 
water-power generally. At that time the 
power actually developed in the Dominion 
from all sources was estimated at 180,580 
horse-power, of which only 9,911 horse-power 
was from water-power. In 1915 the first 
Government electric station was put into 
service—namely, that at Lake Coleridge. 


AVAILABLE HORSE-POWER.,. 

It is .estimated that the available horse- 
power in the Dominion in sources of 1,000 
hip aden, or more, based on 50 per cent. 
load factur, 1s about 770,000 horse-power in 
the North Island and 4,100,000 in the South 
Island. 

A laige number of temporary water wheels 
was , constructed in connection with gold 
mining from 1852 onwards; but it was not 
until 1915 that the first Government hydro- 
electric station was put into service at Lake 
Coleridge, and at the end of March, 1916, the 
total capital expended by the Public Works 
Department was £562.000; but in March, 
1927, this figure had increased to £6,427.923. 

It is considered doubtful if anywhere in 
the world is the purely rural reticulation as 
fully developed or better organised, in com- 
parison with the population, as it is in New 
Zealand, and attention is drawn to the fact 
that the principal load of a typical Govern- 
ment hydro electric scheme—namely Manga- 
hao, is majuly a domestic one, the figures 
for the year being--Strect lighting, 0.5% ; 
general lighting, heating and cooking, 68%, 
and power 31.5°, of the total load connected 
The scheme was operating satisfactorily. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE, 

The capital expenditure at the end of 
March, 1916, the" first completed year of 
supply, was £362,000; by March, 1921, .t 
had grown to £1,072,.000, and in “Vinech, 
1927, the figure was £6,427,023. The sum 
of capital expenditure representing the total 
investment of public monies dependent apon 
Government supply had grown from $562.4 ¢ 
in 1916 to £1,530,000 in 1921, and to 
£15,227,900 in 1927. Apart from the ex- 
penditure by local authorities connected te 
Government supply, there was also a large 
amount invested by local authorities who 
have their own generating plant, not neces- 
sarily hydro-electric, and, for the time being, 
ran independently of Government assistance, 
the expenditure of these bodies representing 
£1,250,000 in 1916, £2,462,000 in 1921, and 
£4,493,000 in 1927. 

Though the first development was put in 
in 1888, and the total capital invested in 
1990 was not more than £50,000, and in 1916 
£1,600,000, yet already it had grown to 
£19,800,000, and the population of New 
Zealand is approximately only 1,500,000. 
These huge eXpenditures in relation to the 
population are tending gradually to put New 
Zealand in the foreground of electrified 
countries, 

ADVICE TO YOUNG STUDENTS. 

In conclusion, Mr, Harvey said that he 
doubted whether there was any branch of 
engineering which calls for the exercise of 
the imagination and practical experience as 
does that of hydro-electric engineering ; and. 
in view of the developments throughout the 
world, whieh are bound to take place in the 
near future, he suggested to young engineers 
that the study of hydro-electric engineering 
was’ worthy of consideration, i 

The lecture was illústrated by a number 
of lantern slides.

BELFAST, Thursday. 


THE imptisonment of Mr. de Valera has 

caused some commotion outside the 
Northern province, but very few, apart 
from high political personages, worry 
much about it 6n this side of the border. 
In fact, the situation is so absurd that it 
has been hailed as a comedy which could 
‘only be produced in this land of para- 
doxes, comicalities, cross-purpeses, tears 
and laughter. There is a strong volume 
of opinion amongst all: sections of the 
community that blunders have been made 
on both sides, equally with the Republican 
chief’s play-acting in Court and the 
failure of the axthorities to appreciate the 
humour of the situation. he whole 
matter was taken too seriously, and most 
people would have been pleased if the 
offender had been bundled back to Dublin, 
as was done on a former occasion; but 
dignity has been hurt, and though the 
heavens fall, the law must be viridicated. 
Perhaps, if Mr. de Valera, when before 
the magistrates, had protested. against 
his detention, as it would interfere with 
his duties as leader of the Opposi- 
tion in the Parliament of the Free 
State, to which he had pledged his 
allegiance, it might have caused some 
fluttering in the officia] dovecotes. As ‘t 
is, both sides can claim the palm for 
neglecting precious opportunities to make 
“ FAendly gestures. ”’ 

The generous intervention of Mr. Cos- 
grave on Mr. de Valera’s behalf came as 
un agreeable surprise to the great mass ol 
the community, and the prevailing 
opinion seems to be that the Northern 
Government might have acceded to the 
request for the prisoner’s release without 
the imposition of conditions which, as even 
the Republican: leader’s bitterest bá Só 
nents recognise, he could not accept. He 
was asked to plead for ' mercy,’’ and not 
a solitary man or woman in Ireland believed 
that he would do that. -Here a golden 
chance: was missed to improve the political 
relations between North and South with 
out loss of prestige, but rather the 
reverse; for cleniency to an open foe, 
without attempts at humiliation, would 
have realised that wide vision and broad 
policy so frequently advocated by Lord 
Craigavon. Nobody wants Mr. de Valera 
in Northern Ireland, even as an ornament 
to its jails, and it is widely thought up 
here that, in turning the limelight on 
Ireland’s stormy petrel, a tactical mistake 
was. made, : .

BOGEY R'‘DICULED. 


The bogey of being voted into the Free 
State has received a deadly blow from 
Mr. James A. Pringle, K.C., one of the 
oficial Unionist representatives for 
Tyrone at Westminster. Speaking at a 
temperance meeting in Belfast this. week, 
Mr. Pringle ridiculed the suggestion and 
suid that “ there is no power for the Ulster 
Parliament to vote Ulster into the Free 
State.” He also gave other reasons from 
the lega] standpoint, and said that he hoped 
that they had heard the last of talk of that 
kind coming from Unionists. A _ vast 
multitude of the community accept Mr. 
Pringle’s opinion as correct, but, on the 
other hand, supporters of the Government 
contend that other legal experts of consti 
tutional law have a very different story to 
tel). 

‘The position taken up in official circles 
is that, if the Government lose seven seats 
at the forthcoming elections, it may be de- 
feated, with consequent disaster; hereas 
the powerful unoficial Unionist sech 
including the local optionists, 
that under the exisiing circumstances a 
change of Administration, still Unionist 
in composition, would in no way endanger 
the stability of the province, while it 
would ensure further benefits in social re- 
forms. - The old solidarity of the Unionist 
ranks has vanished, and there is but little 
hope of its being restored. One of the 
speakers at the meeting referred to 
accused the Prime Minister of being un- 
democratic and unconstitutional, and said 
that, if Lord Craigavon thought that the 
Church was going to abandon her cam- 
paign for reform, he was living in a fool's 
paradise. This is characteristic of the 
controversy. 


AN UNPLEASANT IiISPUTE. 


The dispute between the motor trade 
and the Northern Ministry of Finance has 
advanced another stage, and the contend 
ing sides are accusing each other of mis 
representation and camouflage regarding 
what happesed at ao interview which a 
deputation had the other day with Mr. 
H. M. Pollock, the regpémsible Minister. 
It is an unedifying conttoyersy, and miglit 
well have been avoided. if ordinary busi 
ness methods had been ack "io secure 
n correct account of the. proceedshys ‘ihe 
official report is challenged by..the deputa- 
tion, and blunt .speaking is. the rule. 
Briefly, the motor trade. demands, equal 
tuxation with Great Britain,” as was *pro- 
mised when the Imperial Chancellor im. 
posed the extra petrol tax, and this the 
Northern authorities refuse to grant. It 
is stated that Captain Hutchinson, who 
headed the deputation, claimed ‘“‘ equal 
taxation with Great Britain, not only for 
our benefit now, but for our security in 
the future, in view of the great possi- 
bility of further reductions in h.p. and 
commercial taxation being made in the 
next Imperial Budget.’’ 

On the other hand, the Finance Minister 
asserts that under the existing arrange- 
ment motor interests are better served, 
and that if ‘‘equal taxation’’ were 
granted, as requested, it would mean an 
additional burden of £4 a year on light 
motor commercial vehicles, which represent 
about 75 per cent. of the whole nuinber— 
an important consideration in his opinion. 
In this connection Alderman W. H. 
Alexander, in a letter to the Press, says 
that Mr. Pollock’s suggestion that any 
one of them (the motor trade) “ wants tc 
place an additional tax on pleasure cars, 
or to increase by one penny the tax on 
commercial vehicles, is so wildly foolish 
and so utterly absurd that one begins to 
wonder if our Chancellor is not really 
getting too old for his job.” All this is 
very unpleasant, and much of it had beer 
better left unsaid; for Mr. Pollock has 
won the admiration of everyone by his 
rare gifts in controlling the finances of 


the Northern province.

SHOCKING NEGLECT OF 
CHILDREN. 


IMPRISONMENT FOR 
GREENORE FAMILY. 


A shocking case of the neglect of childrer 
was told at Carlingford (Co. Louth) District 
Court yesterday, when Michael and Catherine 
Magrane, husband and wife, and Mrs. 
Magrane’s sister, Mrs. Brennan, were charge 
with neglect of five children, three of them 
belonging to the first-named defendants an 
the other two belonging to Mrs. Brennan. 
All the parties reside in the same house at 
Muchgrange, Greenore, 

Inspector McCooey, of the National Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
stated that when he visited the house—a sub 
stantial house, in the Greenore district—he 
found the children all without boots and 
stockings.. They were almost 
looked half-starved. There was not a taste of 
food in the house. There was no furniture. in 
the four rooms, except a table ca two chairs. 
There were no beds and no clothes, and 
Magrane stated that, the children lay on the 
floor without any covering on them. The 
house was in a terrible state, one of the 
rooms being used as a w.c., and ‘the whole 
place was foul smelling. The children looked 
so bad that he had them examined by a 
doctor, and had them all removed to the 
District Hospital, where they still were. 
Magrane was a railway worker, and when 
not employed on the railway he worked with 
the farmers. He had earned more than £39 
last year from the railway company alone. 

’ Mr. McCourt, prosecuting, said that their 
instructions were that, until about six months 
ago there was furniture im the house, and this 


had been sold for the purpose of buyin 
drink. Even the range in bis house had beak 


taken out and sold. ‘ 

The defendants pleaded poverty, and stated 
that they were unable to. - more. - The male 
defendant said that he had left the looking 
after of the children to the women, and he 
was not responsible for the. dirt of the place.

QUALITY OF BED-BOOKS. 


Now, I feel sure that the bedside book 
should not be exciting. The slumber 
book ig to waft the mind gently, almost 
unconsciously, into sleep. If you stay 
awake to see what happens, you had 
better have sat up in your study, or 
lingered by the drawingroom fire.. Lately 
I read Masefield’s ‘‘Sard Harker’’ in 
bed, with the obvious result that I stayed 
awake for hours to see what happened 
next. No, the true bed book sets the 
stage for sleep, presents a picture, gives 
an ideal, om calmly wafts the reader 
across the borders of consciousness. Any 
old and well-known novel will do 
excellently, for one opens at a passage 
and reads a familiar scene till the print 
blurs—and the head nods. ‘‘ David 
Senegal provided one knows him 
sufficiently well, is of the type I mean. 

To a town dweller there is exquisite 
refreshment in all Nature books. Tor 
my own bed bookcase I have acquired 
two of Hudson’s books. They witch one 
away to a leafy world of birds anl 
véntle creatures, and then sleep comes 
Those first rather enchanting 


unawares. 
‘* Elizabeth’’ books are bed books. “The 
German Garden,’’ “The Solitary 


summer '” and “ Elizabeth in Húgen,” 
“ive a setting for dreams that are 
pleasantly full of flowers and babies and 
little owls and winds from the Baltic. 
Miss .Turner’s ‘‘ BroadJand Birds,” 
though it was heavy to one’s hands, was 
enchantment, whether taken late at night 
or early in the morning. . Miss Turner, 
by word and photograph, transports het 
reader—bodiiy, one almost fancies—to 
the Norfolk Broads, home oí the bittern 
and the marsh tit. 

Assuredly, each to his own tasie in this 
matter, just so long as each is choosing 
really and truly what he likes best with 
out fear of critic or reporter or even of 
his own inner judgment. If you have a 
secret passion for the long-ago books of 
childhood—‘* Black Beauty.’’ or “ Holiday 
House.” or Grimm's stories, or the 
“Fairchild Family’’—be yourself and 
read them. 


PRIME MINISTERS AND THEIR TASTES. 


When a Prime Minister likes a book, 
and says so, everyone resolves to get it, 
and to Jike, or try to like, it too. We 
feel very trustfully that what a Prime 
Minister likes must be good. A _ bishop’: 
taste is considered, too, and, in fact, ii 
an wuuthor can get bishops and Prime 
Ministers on his side, he may hope to sell. 
When Mr. Gladstone read ‘ Jahn 
Inglesant’’ and told people about it, they 
rushed to read it. It is not, mind you, a 
book that can be read in a hurry. As a 
bedside book it would last for months and 
months. I once met an undergraduate 
who had read it seven times, and still 

when he came unto the end he straight 
began again.” Heaven rewarded him 
justly by making him Rector of the 
Giddings, which include “ Little 
Gidding,’’ that haven of holiness where 
John Inglesant found Mary Collett. 

Lately the Prime Minister told those 
who did not know of her to read Mary 
Webb, and some of us have found an 
author to cherish. to re-read. eva» io buy. 
All the same, “ Precious Bane’’ is too 
moving in its relentless force for a bed- 
book, and ““Gone t» Earth,’’ for all its 
exquisite evocation of nature, is too heart- 
breaking for easy dreaming. 

I should keep them for other times. and 
read some gentle book like Far] Grey’s 
“Charm of Birds.” Among my personal 
likings on the bed-shelf, books dear for 
varied reasons, are Du Maurier’s “' Peter 
)bbetson,’’ A. E. W. Mason’s ‘‘ Clemen- 
tina,’’ Swift’s ‘‘ Journal to Stella’’ and 
Vlizabeth’s ‘‘Fraalein Schmidt and Mr. 
Anstruther.” AJ] tnese I know and love 
so well that I can open them anywhere 
and read dear and familiar scenes and 
passages till sleep draws near. 


INFLUENZA BOOKS. 


There is another important type of book 
and that is the sick-bed bock. This should 
be light, materially and spiritually. It 
would be very interesting to hear from

Railway Development. 


I learn that the Great Northern Railway 
Company is about to take over the ’bus 
services between Dublin, Drogheda and 
Dundalk hitherto operated by Mr. Francis 
Duffy and that it is its intention to co 
ordinate them with the train service 
between Dublin and Dundalk and such 
intermediate stations as are adjacent to 
the road route, so that passengers will be 
afforded the facility of travelling by either 
rail or roud, as may suit their conveni 
ence. For the present, apparently, the 
railway company wil] continue to run the 
‘buses at tue times scheduled in the 
current time-tables. 

The Great Northern also has established 
its own service between Drogheda station 
and town, and a splendidly-equipped ’bus 
has just been provided for the convenience 
of passengers travelling to and from tho 
trains. The extension of this service to 
Baltray golf links and Clogher Head is 
also contemplated. 

I believe that under the Railways 
(Road Motor Services) Act, 1927, thie 
company has obtained the approval of 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
for the establishment of many other ’bus 
services in the Irish Free State, and inte 
resting developments in this direction may 
shortly be expected. 

The company is considering the question 
of building the ‘bus bodies required for 
its services at Dundalk railway works, 
but, pending a final decision. they will be 
constructed in Dublin. The company 


will, we are informed, take delivery this 
week of two machines of the latest type,

A-CO-OPERATIVE SUGAR 


INDUSTRY.

thle the competition between beet and 
cane sugar, apart from tariff protection, the 
main advantage the beet-sugar industry has to 
set against the cheaper abour and higher 
sugar output per acre of cane sugar lies in the 
value of the by-products. Yhe result is that, 
where beet-growing has become an established 
yart of the system of agriculture, the grower 
ed to be, as a rule, content with a price for 
his beet which just covers the cost of produc- 
tion, and has make his profit out of the 
by-products, As a consequence a complete 
system of husbandry has been built up which 
pivots on the beet crop, and ancillary indus- 
tries, mainly tillage an np farming, have 
been fostered so as to enable the utmost profit 
to be realised from the by-products. It is 
only by following this example, which has 
been dictated by experience, that we can hope 
to establish the sugar-beet industry in this 
country. This would entail, if not a complete 
change, at least a considerable remodelling, 
of farming practice in our beet-.growing 
areas; and a considerable outlay of capital 
would be necessary, both for the perfection of 
the cultivation of the new crop and to pro- 
vide the: heavier gern required for the 
development of the subsidiary industries. 

We may, | think, assume that when the 
Free State Government gave the present 
subsidy they intended to place the factory in 
a position to pay a price for beet which would 
not only cover a gradually diminishing cost 
of production, but would also leave to the 

rower a moderate profit which would enable 
oa to build up the necessary allied indus- 
tries upon which he must eventually depend 
for his profits. ‘I'he present price offered does 
not cover the average farmer's cost of produc- 
tion. 

I have been round a considerable portion 
of the beet areas recently, and the general 
opinion among experiencd growers is that 
there is no promise of permanency under the 
present system. The prospect of the experi- 
ment’s developing into an annual dog-fight 
over the subsidy has led most of the best 
farmers—the men who would be the key men 
in the remodelling process—to the conclusion 
that, even at a mill better price, beet is not 
worth growing. The insistence by the factory 
that it is essential for them to maintain, even 
in the present depressed state of the sugar 
industry, their high rates of dividend and 
amortisation leads one to believe that they 
also see no pe oí permanency. 

in the fully developed sugar-beet industry 
the interests of the grower and the factory 
are absolutely interlocked. ‘he factory cannot 
turn to foreign sources for its raw material ; 
the grower depends mainly on the by-products 
of that raw material for his livelihood. In 
older beet-growing countries it has been 
realised that to get the best results out of the 
industry complete confidence and co-operation 
must exist, so that in times of depression 
the grower will strain every nerve to main- 
tain the supply of raw material, and the 
factory will sacrifice dividends and reserves tu 
cover the grower’s costs of production. The 
result is that the co-operative factories are 
rapidly —a the joint stock companies. 
Growers in this country are beginning to 
realise that a similar solution is the only one 
that would guarantee the permanence and 
profit necessary to make the experiment a 
success. The industry would become com- 
pletely under Irish control, and there would 
be no necessity to seek enhanced profits in 
Ireland to compensate for continental losses.—

NORTH AND SOUTH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sir,—-Having read Senator Johnson’s article 
in your paper on ihe wrongful imprisonment 
of mr. de Valera and other harsh injustices 
committed by the Northern Government in 
order, as Mr. Johnson seems to think, to put 
d:fficulties in the way of Free State citizens 
going about their business in Northern 
Ireland, may [ quote a little instance of my 
own to illustrate that the facts of the case 
are just the reverse of what. Mr. Johnson 
suggests? I am—or, rather, I was—a law 
apprentice here in Strabane, which is almost 
on the border of Counties Tyrone and Donegal. 
After having completed four out of the five 
years’ course necessary to become a solicitoi 
in Northern Ireland, [ found that, 1f I did 
pass the final in Northern leland, 1t would 
not enable me to practise in the Irish Free 
State. Seventy-five per cent. of the business 
of my father’s firm as solicitors is in the 
Irish Free State, mm the County of Donegal. 
and I decided that it was useless to go on 
any farther unless some arrangement were 
made to enable me, and numerous others jn 
the same position on both sides of tne Borde, 
to be able to practise in both areas. 
In order to practise in the Irish Free State 
a solicitor who has qualified in Northern 
Ireland, after the Treaty, must do the whole 
five years’ course over again in Dublin, pass 
all the examinations over again, learn Irish, 
etc.—in fact, he gets no concessions at all, 
and is treated just as if he were an ordinary 
beginner at the law. The law in operation 
in both countries is practically the same, with 
the exception of a few changes introduced by 
the Free State Government in regard to 
Circuit Court practice. 
With a view to getting something done 
about. the matter, as nobody else seemed to 
be doing anything to remedy it, I wrote to 


ed 


the er Law Societies of both 
Northern lreland and the [rish Free State, 
stating my grievance, and suggesting that 


there should be a special examination in the 
Free State, and rice versa in Norther: 
Ireland, for solicitors qualifying after the 
Treaty, to show that they have a proper 
knowledge of the Free State and Northern 
Ireland law respectively, to enable them to 
practise in the law courts of each country. 
[In reply to this letter I was informed by the 
Secretary of the Incorporated Law Society 
of the Irish Free State that “my suggestion 
would require legislation in both Northern 
Ireland and in the Irish Free State, and such 
legislation was not contemplated for the pur- 
pose which I mentioned.”’

The 
difficulty affects numerous apprentices on 
both sides of the Border, and ra not, think 
that it is gsm realised in the proper 
quarters in Dublin and Belfast.

Si1r,—I have read your editorial in to-day’, 
lrish Times, entitled ‘‘ Commercial Careers ” 
I think you will find that part of your state. 
ment is erroneous. I wish it were true that 
“now a child can leave his, or her, primary 
school and can go to a technical school where 
he, or she, can be trained for the particular 
branch of industry or commerce which hac 
been chosen for a career,” The terrible 
tragedy in Ireland is that nearly every child 
leaving a primary school is debarred from 
being taught a trade and is thereby doomed 
to unemployment and poverty. The technica} 
schools do not admit the child who wants to 
learn to be a plumber, a hairdresser, a tailor, 
a shoe-maker, etc., unless he is apprenticed. 
As the number of apprentices is 
limited, and as trade is bad, firms wil! not 
even take on the number of apprentices they 
are allowed to receive; this is tantamount to 
debarring all but a few privileged boys from 
learning a trade. The majority of boys, on 
leaving school at the age of fourteen, have 
no choice but to join the army of unski/led 
workers. 

The sooner the public this the 
better; for then public opinion may insist on 
yetting this position of affairs altered. There 
ought to be schools where any little bov, 
who wants to be plumber or tailor or shoe. 
maker, etc., can learn that trade, provided 
that he is intelligent enough to follow the 
course.—It is dreadful to. meet, as [| do, 
children eager to learn a trade that wil! give 
them a chance to earn their living, and to be 
powerless to get them taught.—Yours, ete.,

TRIBUNAL. 


EXPERT CLAIMS THAT NEW SYSTEM IS MORE

Lhe vee State Railway Tribunal has refused

Delivering the judgment of the Court,

AMPLE FOR PRESENT VOLUME

ln a recent issue of Tranapoit 
prominence was given to the proposed con 
version ol vanmous sections of the Great 
Southern Railways from double to single 


track, and particulars gleaned trom the article 
ave of considerable intercst. 

The announcement of the change, now pro- 
ceeding apace, created an immediate atmo- 
sphere of opposition, which only a clear ex- 
position of facts will allay. The provision 
and maintenance cf double sets of track is 
vaturally much move costly than a single set. 
To-day, not only in Ireland, but in other 
parts of the world. railways possess a pro- 
portion of double track mileage which 1s not 
justified by the volume oi traffic passing over 
it. Such muleage is uneconomic, and the 
directors of the Great Southern Railways have 
proved pioneers im arranging to cut dvasti- 
cally unnecessary expenditure thus entaiied. 

That the conversion of double Jines into 
single tracks does nol mvolve any loss of 
facts given 1f 
the journal Moreover, it Is 
anticipated that it will be possible to handle 
with more expedition over the single line a 
greater volume of trath than wt preseut offers. 
This anticipation is founded on improvements 
in signalling methods. 

The Irish railways, prior to amalgamation. 
iireads had had expevience of similar altera 
tions when the lines between Drumree and 
Dunboyne. Inuy Junction and Longiord, and 
Carlow and “herryville were converted to 


mentioned,

single tracks, and even since amalgamation, 
when other double sections were similarly 
changed. In every instance the success of 
the scheme indicated the wisdom of an ex- 
tension of the process to the lines between 
Clonsilla and Ballinasloe, Mullingar and Inny 
Junction, Athone and Roscommon, Limerick 
Junction and Killonan, and Waterford and 
Fiddown. 

When the company’s intentions became 
known apprehension of delay in transist arose 
among traders, mainly live stock senders, and 
others in the districts affected, and found ex- 
ogg in protests and resolutions from local 

dies. In addition, questions have been 
raised in the Free State Dail and Sénate, but 
the railway company has given a satisfactory 
answer to every complaint. Sir Walter 
Nugent, Chairman of the Great Southern 
Railways, stated that the same fears were 
expressed locally when the Galway-Oranmore 
line was being singled in 1927, but these fears 
have proved groundless, and the working has 
been in no way prejudiced, although the con- 
version was effected without the advantage 
of the new and improved s‘gnalling methods 
which will be applied in the present instances, 
and they did not have the benefit of the in- 
creased siding accommodation at the stations 
which will now be available. 

TO SECURE ECONOMY. 

Sir Walter has further pointed out that the 
railways were expected to pay high wages 
and charge low rates; the directors, therefore, 
would be failing in. the discharge of their 
duty if they did not take advantage of every 
modern improvement and invention to secure 
economy in operation. He has also said that 
the working of the double lines in question 
has been found unprofitable, and that con. 
siderable economies would he effected in main- 
tenance and renewal of track when singled, 
while at the same time dealing efficiently 
with the traffic. i 

An examination of the time-table between 
Clonsilla and Ballinasloe, the most important 
of the proposed single line sections, and the 
one in respect of which the greatest opposi- 
tion arises, will shwo what little ground there 
is for apprehension of delay in the transit 
of live stock, In the first place, it so hap- 
pens that during the busy periods the traftic 
flow is in one direction, and on this account 
very little, if anv, advantage is secured from 
the existing double track lay-out. At pre- 
sent on the double line fast trains are liable 
to suffer delay while slow trains are being 
shunted into lay-by sidings or run on to the 
second track, 1 a siding is not available. 
In future, under the single-line arrangement. 
there will be greater advantages, inasmuch as 
every station will be provided with a loop or 
passing place of maximum train Jength. This 
will be decidedly more valuable than any 
refuge siding which might have been avail 
able before the conversion, as it will be im 
mediately negotiable by traffic in either direc- 
tion. in addition, it Is proposed to retain 
most, if not all, of the existing lay-by sidings. 
which will thus still be available for trains 
proceeding in either direction. 


IMPROVED SIGNALL “IG. 

Considering the actual facts, and having 
regard to the comparatively limited volume 
of traffic offering, it is apparent that, with 
the improved signalling appliances available 
and the additional facilities to be provided, a 
considerably greater volume of traffic can be 
handled over the single track than is now 
actually passing over the double line. Nowa- 
days, the sole justification for the provision 
or the retention of double lines is the volume 
of traffic to be dealt with, and in the absence 
vf euch reason prudence should dictate the 
abandonment of one of the tracks, as is being 


done. 

The single lines will be worked the 
electric train staff system, and a staff- 
exchanging apparatus is being installed at each 
staff station to allow the train staffs to be ex- 
changed at high speed. Since the singling 
of the jine between Athlone and Ballinasioe 
hes been carried out, and although the im 
proved method of signalling is not yet futls 
completed, the traffic over the single line has 
been worked as satisfactorily when the 
double line existed.

ALLEGATIONS AT MIDLETON

PROSPECTS. OF THE 
SPRING SHOW. 


ALL AVAILABLE SPACE 
BOOKED OUT. . 


Mr. Edward Bohane, Director of the Royal 
Dublin Society, at a meeting of the Council 
of the Society yesterday, presented a detailed 
statement of the receipts and expenditure. for 
the year just ended, together with a budget 
foes y the various Committees of the 

lety for the ensuing year, In doing so he 
referred to the phenomenal work of the Society 
during the past seven years. The membership 
had increased from 3,887 in 1922 to 9,000 in 
1928, at which number the list was closed. 
The attendances at the Spring Show, from 
25,149 in 1922, had risen gradually to 85,029 
last year. The Horse Show, at which the 
attendance seven years ago was 37,252, in 1928 
attracted 96,791. In like manner the attend- 
ance of members at the Recitals to-day 
averaged 2,684, as against 523 in 1922, and 
the books actually issued from the library 
last year were 111,909, as against 23,439 seven 
years ago. 

“These remarkable figures,’ he said, 
‘“coupled with the great improvements and 
innovations, providing every possible social 
amenity for members and visitors generally, 
have placed the Society and its noted premises 
in a position unequalled by any similar institu- 
tion in the two hemispheres.’’ 

The Chairman, in presenting the report to 
the Council, moved that an addition should 
be made to it in accordance with the decision 
of the Committee of Agriculture, expressing 
the Council’s deep appreciation of the untiring 
efforts cf the Director and the staff, which had so 
largely contributed to the phenomenal success 
of the shows held during the year 1928, and 
to the very satisfactory results of the work 
of the Society in every direction. 

A report was formally presented by Dr. 
R. Lloyd Praeger on behalf of the Library 
Committee, with various recommendations 
which will improve the working of this de- 
partment and the facilities offered to 
members. The report was accepted, and it 
was acreed that it should be considered in 
detail at the next Council meeting. 

The Director reported that, through the 
Minister of External Affairs, promises had 
been received officially from the following 
countries to send teams of officers and horses 
to compete in the next International Military 
Jumping contests at the forthcoming Horse 
Show :—United States of America, Belgium, 
Encland, France, Switzerland and Ireland. It 
was hoped that Germany and Sweden also 
would he able to compete.

Mr. Cullen, State Solicitor, said that, com- 
mencing her career of crime in 1898, when, 
at Manchester, she was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment for larceny, she had 
spent ten and a half years in jail since for 
practically the same kind of crime. Her 
methods wefe interesting. At McGinn’s she 
went inio the hall at 9.30 p.m., and was 
served with a drink. As soon as the pro- 
prietor returned to the shop she hid beneath 
the stairs, and when all had gone to bed she 
commenced taking the articles from the 
shelves and till. Guards McDonnel! and 
Monahan noticed the light, were suspicious, 
waited about for an hour, and when she 
came out of the hall door arrested her. She 
had similarly secreted herself in the two 
Dublin shops. i : 

Judge Davitt said that her long list ot 
convictions made tragic reading, and, as her 


character was unchangeable, there was no 
us in his moralising or lecturing her. No 


one knew better from experience what this 
must result-in, and the least he could impose 
was a sentence of nine months’ imprisonment 
with hard labour.

GUARDS. 


MAN ACQUITTED. 


APPLAUSE IN COURT: 
JUDGE’S REBUKE. 
— 


In the Wicklow Circuit Court. last Wednes- 
day William Kinsella, of Castle street, Wick- 
low, was charged with shooting at Sergeant 
Hall (now Inspector Hall, Cork) and Guards 
Bergin and Breheny on July 16, 1926, with 
intent to cause ge tees bodily harm; with 
the possession of firearms to inflict injury, 
and with the possession of firearms without 
certificate. 

The jury acquitted the prisoner on all three 
counts, and as to count two they added that 
there was no proof, as no firearms were re- 
covered from him. 

When the verdict was announced there was 
loud applause in Court, Judge Devitt remark- 
ing: ‘lt speaks very poorly for the people 
of Wicklow.” 

When Mr. Cullen, State Solicitor, attempted 
to explain that since, 1926 the prisoner was 
not resident in Wicklow district, and hence 
the delay in bringing him to justice, Mr. 
McCarroll, for the prisoner, objected, and the 
judge said that they need not go into the 
matter. 

Mr. Cullen said that Kinsella had been 
arrested at Liverpool on January 16 last. 

Inspector Hall stated that when cycling 
abreast of the Civic Guards and approaching 
the house of Daniel White, Ballinaclough, 
three miles from Wicklow, on July 16, 1926, 
different persons appeared outside the houses, 
and finally the prisoner was, seen by him to 
mount a dung-hill, level a revolver and shoot 
in their direction. Guard Breheny jumped to 
shelter in the ditch from his bicycle, and the 
others took shelter at the residence.: 


A RTVOLVER. 
In c¢ross-examination, witness definitely 
stated that he saw a revolver, of which he 
saw portion of the stock, and, in his opinion, 
it would be effective at fifty yards range, 
which separated them from the prisoner. 

Mr. McCarroll suggested that with three 
men approaching abreast prisoner could have 
hit them if he liked. 

Witness said that a lot would depend on 
the man behind the gun—if he was a good 
shot. 

Guard Bergin, who corroborated, gave a 
similar opinion in cross-examination, and 
Guard Breheny, the Dépót, stated that imme. 
diately the shot was fired he felt a burning 
sensation in the second finger of his left hand. 
Both said that they saw the smoke and 
heard the report of the shot. 

Mr. McCarroll commented that in the Dis- 
trict Court Guard Breheny had said "' singe, 
now it was “burning sensation,” and he 
asked if it was not all an attack of nerves. 

Witness—No, it was not; 1 distinctly felt 
the sensation in my finger. 

o you suggest your finger was actually 
struck ?—No, it was not struck. 

Mr. McCarroll, holding that the intention 
to shoot and injure was not proved, asked 
what object there was in unearthing the 
skeleton of this charge against a young man 
who had been honestly earning his living in 
another country? What justification was 
there in arresting him on a charge of at- 
tempted murder, and changing that to the 
present charges? They were equally  un- 
tenable and absurd. He acquitted Guard 
Breheny of trying to mislead the Court, but 
his evidence showed his neurotic tempera- 


ment. He thought he had felt a singe, a 
burning sensation. He did not know how 
those neurotic, nervous neurasthenic wit- 


nesses derived those burning sensations in 
their minds. What useful purpose was to 
be served by resurrecting, disembowelling 
this three-year-old charge? Who would 
benefit? Would it cure Guard Breheny’s 
nerves’? In 1926 this young man might have 
been imbued with certain sentiments, as then 
the young. idea in this country had certain 
ideals, but as they grew older they probably 
learned more sense. 


THE SUMMING UP, 

The Judge, summing up, said that the 
evidence of. the Guards was the only eyi- 
dence on which any jury, anywhere, can con 
vict on a charge of shooting. ~ They saw 
the article in his hand, heard the report, 
saw the smoke, and they could not be ex 
pected to produce the impossible. The 
Guards were of opinion that the revolve 
was effective, and they took shelter. They 
had seen whether those three men were 
neurotic, neurasthenic old women. afraid. oi 
their shadows. Had they taken cover be- 
cause a pop-gun was fired at them, or be: 
cause they believed that their lives wer 
imperilled. by firearms? 

Goard Breheny had been 
as to whether he used the word “singed ” 
in the District Court, but Mr. Carroll 
must be living in a world of his own if he 
ever heard of a man being singed without 
feeling a burning sensation. (Laughter. ) 
On the other charges he said that they knew 
why in 1925 it was found desirable to pass 
such Acts, but though only a few years back, 
it was a Jong way from the time when they 
had people possessing and making undesir- 
able use of firearms. 

The jury, as stated, acquitted the prisoner 
on all three counts.

Tae report continues :—‘‘ We believe that the 
privileges extended to patient: . in being 
allowed to aksent themselves from the hos- 
pital have been abused, and we recommend 
that the regulations be amended, and that 
no patient be permitted to remain out later 
than 5 p.m.” 
Having made further recommendations, the 
report went on:—'‘* We are satisfied that the 
nursing staff have been subjected to a great 
amount of aggravation, and that Dr. Laverty 
has heen Jacking in professional gé: Hogan to 
tnem. We are of ovinion that Nurse Geraghty 
discharged her duty thoroughly, both in the 
interests of the patients and the institution 
generally, and we are convinced that the 
charges brought against her are unfounded in 
every respect, and we unanimously ask her 
to withdraw her resignation We are satis- 
fied that the whole nursing staff have carried 
out their duties efficiently, and with credit 
to the institution.” 

The Chairman (Mr. Doris) said that he 
very often visited the institution as a member 
of the Visitinng Committee, and he could 
not find any cause for complaint 

Mr. Carter. a member of the Board, who 
had been a patient in the hospital for some 
time recently, spoke highly of the nursing 
staff and the general efficiency.

“THE MAGIC BULB.” 


PLANT THAT DEVELOPS 
SNAKE-LIKE ASPECT. 


Thero, was a good attendance at the 
meeting of the Dublin Naturalists’ Field Club, 
held last night in Academy House, Dawson 
street, Dublin. 

The usual order of the club meetings was 
varied, and, instead of a lecture on some 
subject of natural history by one of the 
members, a number. of exhibitg of Irish 
interest were brought by members, each of 
whom gave a short address on his or her own 
exhibit. 

Professor Henry showed 
as the “Magic Bulb,”’ a species of Arum. 
This bulb, when placed in a warm atmosphere, 
after three or four weeks, during which no 
apparent growth takes place, ' develops in 
about a fortnight a large structure of a rather 
snake-like appearance; no soil or water 1A 
placed with the bulb, and the growth is 
judged to be derived fromthe carbon in the 
air. This resemblance to a snake, Professor 
Henry believed to be probably nature's form 
of .defence to save the plant from injury. 

Dr. Praeger’s exhibit was a Christmas rose, 
and he explained the manner in which this 
flower differs from the customary arrangement 
of petals and sepals. The large white outer 
part of the flower is really the sepal, and 
inside are found much smaller green Jeaves— 
the petals which secrete honey for the 
attraction of insects. 

Mr. M. J. Gorman, president, brought 
samples of grasses and showed some lantern 
slides dealing with the formation of leaves,

The Free State Census, 


The third volume of the Free State 
Census returns—entitled “ Religions and 
Birthplaces ’’—is by far the most interest- 
ing; for it reveals the remarkable changes 
that took place in the population of the 
Free State between 1911 and 1926. During 
that period the total population fell from 
The number of 
Roman Catholics fell from 2,813,000 to 
2,751,000—a decline of between 2 and 3 
per cent., and the number of Protestants, 
‘‘etc.,’’ fell from 327,000 to 221,000—a 
drop of 32.5 per cent, The total decrease 
in the number of Prolestants was 106,000. 
Of this number 21,422 may: be attributed 
to the departure of'the British forces from 
Ireland and the disbarfdment of the Royal 
Trish Constabulary ;, but even when tbis 
figure has been subtracted, we find, that 
the Protestant population has fallen by 
more than £4,000, or 26 per cent. Doubt- 
less, the ravages of the Great War have 
been accountable for some of this loss, but 
the principal cause seems to have been the 
‘‘ troubles’? which drove large numbers of 
Protestants from the country. The change 
is particularly marked in the Province of 
Munster.. Since 1911 the. Protestant 
population of Munster towns has declined 
by more than 50 per ccnt. The decline in 
Dublin is 31.3 per cenf., and in Cork and 
Limerick it amounts to about 50 per cent. 
Roman Catholics now number more than 
92 per cent. of the total yopulation of the 
Saorstát. Every form of Protestantism 
has lost numerical position, and in only 
one centre—the village of Greystones, in 
County Wicklow—is a Protestant majority 
to be found. : 

Although the Protestant population of 
the Free State constitutes only seven and 
a half per cent, of the whole, its social and 
economic status is most, important. Oí all 
the farms over two hundred acres in the 
five counties of Carlow, Cavan, Longford, 
Monaghan and Wicklow more than 50 per 
cent. are in Protestant hands, and in 
nine other counties more than one-third 
of the big holdings belong to the minority. 
In the professions Protestants also hold 
& position which is out of all proportion 
to their numerical strength. Of all the 
males who are ‘‘ occupied’’ in the Free 
State seven and a half per cent. are 
Protestants ; yet they form 38 per cent. of 
the barristers, 21 per cent. of the doctors, 
37 per cent. of the solicitors, 45 per cent. 
of the chartered accountants and 36 per 
cent. of the civil engineers, By com- 
parison with their numbers there are two 
and a half times as many Protestants as 
Roman Catholics in the professions. In 
commercial life a like condition of affairs 


53 per cent. are Protestants. They are 
represented -strongly also in insurance, 
brewing, shipping and virtually all the 
commercial: trades.

A Railway Settlement. 

It is with much satisfaction that we 
announce the settlement of the dispute 
between the Great Southern Railways 
Company and the trade unions over the 
dismissal of a number of workers for 


found. There is no secret that the Free 


page of the most important part of its 
transport services. If that strike had taken 
place, the result indubitably would have 
been much the same as the upshot of the 
great strike in the English coal mines. 
So severe a blow would have been struck 
at an industry in a time of depression 
that never again would it have been able 
to employ its former complement of 
workers. We congratulate the railwaymen, 
therefore, on their frank acceptance of 
the hard logic of fact. We congratu- 
late also the Railway Company on its 
offer of terms as temperate as harsh 
necessity allows. Pensions will be given 
to dismissed men, and future vacancies 
will be offered to men with railway 
experience. We understand that Mr. C. T. 
Cramp, General Secretary of the National 
Union of Railwaymen, worked bard for 
the peaceful settlement that happily has 
been reached, and we regret the more that 
his public statement on the agreement 
should sound a grudging note. He sug- 
gested that peace was accepted under 
protest, and that the terms would enable 
the railways to dismiss . men hereafter 
before they reached the normal maximum 
of wages. Surely it is obvious that to 
dismiss the best paid men would be to 
cripple the service, and that, if there were 
no engine-drivers, there would be no em- 
ployment for signalmen or porters. When 
the railways dismiss men it signifies that 
they are resigned to a loss of business. 
Nothing would gratify railway directors 
more than to be told at board meetings 
that rail traffic was increasing so largely 
that more men to handle it were needed. 
Yesterday the Railway Tribunal ‘declared 
that it had no power to restrict the Great 
Southern Railways Company from the 
reducing of its communications across Ire- 
land from East to West to a single line. 
Those county councils which sought such 
restriction may reflect that the company 
must regret more than any other party the 
need to reduce its traffic-carrying plant. 
By lightening its capital expenses the 
company will go far to make the shrunken 
volume of traffic profitable and the employ- 
ment of the workers correspondingly surer. 
The moral of to-day’s news. is that 
the wage-earning classes must realise that 
the dwindling demand for labour is a 
calamity shared by all classes. Railway- 
men, working in a national service and 
well organised, cannot be dismissed with- 
out the flood of publicity that has fallen 
upon .the reduction of staff now forced 
upon the Great Southern Railways. 
Company. Sympathy with the men who 
have lost their jobs ought to awaken 
concern for the vastly greater number of 
men in other walks of life who have been 
driven inconspiecuously to the ranks of 
the unemployed or to the emigrant ship. 
The present misfortune will be reversed 
and the general economic depression of 
the country will be relieved when all 
classes face the need for sacrifice, for 
harder work and for larger output.

Weather and Charity. 


All the capitals of Europe are ice- 
bound, and intense cold has multiplied the 
sufferings of the poor. In Paris the fact 
that the pawn-shops are a municipal 


ment to do a fine act of public charity. 
It has decreed that blankets, quilts, 
woollen shawls and similar articles which 
have been pawned for not more than fiíty 
francs shall be returned gratuitously to 
their owners. Furthermore, the municipal 
authorities have decided to double the 
quantity of coal that is allowed to poor 
people; and, for the benefit of the home- 
less, two hundred braziers -have been 
lighted on the quays and in the working- 
class quarters. They are surrounded, 
night and day, by forlorn groups of 
humanity, Compared with Paris, Berlin, 
Vienna, and, indeed, with London, the 
Irish capital is fortunate. Its present cold 
weather is not abnormal, and even may 
be enjoyed by well-fed, well-clothed and 
well-housed persons. To the hungry and 
ill-clad, however, cold weather brings a 
grim increase of suffering; and, alas! 
Dublin has many thousands of such 
citizens. The temperature’s fall to freez- 
ing-point is a mere discomfort for the 
possessors of full coal-cellars) It is a 
tragedy for men, women and children who 
have neither coal nor blankets. There 
would be joy throughout Dublin’s tenements 
to-day if they could draw, as in Paris, 
upon the pitifully vongested pawn-shops ;

A-twelve-year-old boy was arrested on 
Tuesday in Chicago when he was trying to 
sell a valuable ring for five dollars.

OBITUARY. 
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SIR BERTRAM WINDLE. 


Reuter’s Toronto Correspondent announces 
the death of Sir Bertram Coghill, Alan 
Windle, Professor of Anthropology « and 
Ethnology in the University of Toronto, aged 
seventy years. 

Sir Bertram will be remembered in Ireland 
as President of University College, Cork, and 
a member of the Irish Convention (1917- 
1018). The son of the Rev. SS. A. Windle, 
B.D... Vicar of Market Rasen, Lincolnshire, 
and Sydney Katharive, daughter of Admiral 
S.r dosiaj Coghill, Bait., he was educated at 
Kingstown and Repton Schools and at Dublin 
University, where he graduated B.A. with 
first-class honours in Natural Science; M.D., 
taking first place at the M.B. examination, 
B.Ch. and D.Sc. He held the honorary de 
grees of various universities in Great Britain 
and abroad, and was a Fellow of the Royal 
Society and a Knight of the Order of St. 
Gregory the Great. 

Sir Bertram Windle was a man of wide and 
varied literary and scientific attainments. 
His writings range from Shakespeare and his 
country to vitalism, from that to a review 
of a whole century of scientific thought, and 
from science to the Oxford Movement; thence 
to the Wessex of Thomas Hardy, and again 
to his Gunning Prize essay on *‘ The Church 
and Science. ” He had heen a member of the 
Gencral Council of Medica] Education, Presi- 
dent of the Irish Technical Association, Dean 
ot the Medical Faculty and Professor of 
Anatomy and Anthropology, University of 
Birmingham; Professor of Archeology, Uni- 
versity College, Cork; Examiner in Anatomy 
to the Universities of Cambridge, Aberdeen, 
Glasgow and Durham, and for the Roval 
Cellege of Physicians, London, and: the 
Koval College of Surgeons, Ireland. 

Sir Bertram Windle played an active part 
in modern educational developments in Ire- 
land. He was a Commissioner of Intermediate 
Education and a Commissioner under the 
Irish Universities Act of 1998, and his associa- 
tion with University College, Cork, did much 
to heighten the prestige of that constituent 
member of the National University of Ireland.

Penny Postage. 


In receiving the very important deputa- 
tion to-day on penny postage, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was unable to 
do more than deal sympathetically wit) 
the arguments advanced, promising to 
weigh them carefully with the claims <i 
other forms of taxation.

The Mond-Turner Conference. 


The break-down of the Mond-Turner 
Conference for securing } eace in industry 
appears to be responsible for an unfor- 
tunate misunderstanding, since the trade 
unions criticise the decision of the 
employers, while the employers’ organisa- 
tions are surprised at the hostile reception 
of their findings. The matter was much 
discussed in the Lobby to-day, when Mr 
Ben Tillett expressed the opinion that it 
wa; impossible to say what was going to 
happen, while he could not say whether 
the trade unions would accept an invita- 
tion to a new conference. On this point 
it is remarked by a representative of 
employers that, far from desiring to upset 
the Mond-Turner Conference, it is pro- 
posed to place it on a broader and more 
important basis. The invitation to the 
Council of the T,U.C. implies a general 
recognition of that body and places the 
whole question of national consultation 
between employers and employed into the 
realm of the practical. In the circum-

CIVIL SERVICE 
SALARIES, 


UNEASINESS OVER THE 
REPORTED DECISION. 


From Our PoLITICAL Corresponpent. 
Not a little uneasiness naturally has 
been caused in the Free State Civil Ser- 
vice by Mr. Blythe’s reported intention 
to make .a ten per cent. reduction in the 
salaries of civil servants above the grade 
of clerical officers. 

As I pointed out yesterday, any “‘ cut ” 
that the Minister might propose to en- 
force would apply only to post-Treaty en- 
trants to the Service, and would not 
affect transferred or pre-Treaty officers, 
whose position is fully safeguarded by the 
terms of the Wigg-Cochrane settlement. 
An official of the Civil Service Federa- 
tion observed, in conversation with me 
yesterday, that it was incredible that Mr. 
Blythe could have made a decision of the 
nature indicated, as the Government 
‘had undertaken to submit all proposals 
of this sort to the civil servants’ repre- 
sentative council for discussion between 
the staffs and heads of departments,’’ and 
no such discussion, he added, had, so far, 
taken place. 

The official also recalled a speech made 
by Mr. Blythe in the Dail last April, 
when the Minister, having referred to the 
steps taken to effect retrenchment in the 
Civil Service, added :—‘‘ Not much further 
can be done without the abandonment or 
restriction of services. . . . We must 
not spend money so sparingly that 
national efficiency is lost.”

Mr. O. L. Moriarty (instructed by Mr. 
Binchy, solicitor) for applicant, stated that a 
discovery was necessary for the preparation 
of his case. In his statement of claim plain. 
tiff stated that he was an extensive farmer, 
residing at Ballycullane, near Bruff, in the 
County of Limerick. A brother of his, 
Andrew Connolly, who is an M.D., practising 
at Preston, was the owner of a farm, situate 
at Tullerboy, Co. Limerick, which was pur- 
chased under the Land Acts and registered i 
his own name. For some years plaintiff was 
in the habit of looking after this farm for his 
brother, and, at his brother's request, plain- 
{iff used to pav the annuity payable out of 
the lands to the Irish Land Commission, 
issuing his (plaintiff's) own cheque therefor. 

FARM SOLD. 

In the vear 1926 his brother sold the farm 
of Tullerboy to one John R. Prendergast. 
Arrangements were made between the solici- 
tors for the discharge of the arrears of 
annuity then due to the Land Commission, 
and since then plaintiff had ceased to take 


any interest in the farm of Tullerboy, 
which was now the property of John 
F rendergast. The list called the ‘ Land

BISHOP URGES ACTION BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


Dr. Morrisroe; Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Achonry, in the course of his Lenten Pastoral, 
says that the incitements to immoral conduct 
against which citizens may claim to be pro- 
tected are of various kinds, such as indecent 
pictures, evil literature, houses of ill-fame, 
and many more. In his diocese the amount 
cf harm done by any or all of those influences 
was, so far as he knew, not very great. 
“ But,” continues his lordship, ‘“‘there is 
one agency which Satan has set up here and 
there in recent years that does incalculabl 
more harm than al! the others mentioned. 
It deserves to be called after his name, for 
he seems to preside at some of the dark rites 
enacted there. I have in mind the rural 
dance hall, owned by a private individual, 
run for profit, open to all who pay without 
any exception of persons, conducted with no 
sort of responsible supes@ision, a cause of 
ruin to many innocent girls, and a source of 
annoyance to the neighbourkent, which often 
strongly resents the establishment of this 
nuisance in their midst. 

“One needs not a lively imagination to 
realise the possibilities arising from pvo- 
miscuous mingling of the sexes under con- 
ditions so favourable for the machinations of 
wily corrupters from far and near, who swoop 
down on their innocent prey with ‘he greedy 
rapacity of harpies. Of the fruits of these 
midnight orgies a good deal may be learned 
by a visit to some of the county homes. 
While mention is made of rural dance halls 
only, similar remarks may apply to others 
also that are not under recognised super- 
vision, but in a lesser degree, however, 
because, for obvious reasons, the dangers are 
very much less, 


“Seeing that these balls are a 
centre of moral contamination to the 
h- and an object of abhorrence 
to decent-minded people generally, some 


restriction should be placed upon their activi. 
ties by legislation, so that no private ii- 
dividual may be free to run a dance hall for 
profit without a licence, to be granted only 
afte: certain stringent formalities have been 
complied with. In the opinion of many there 
is as much need for legislation here as there 
is in the matter of evil literature—indeed, in 
vural areas there is more. 

“Though not formally Catholie, their 
Government at the same time legislates for 
Catholics in the main, so that its laws, while 
not oppressive to any section, should take 
special account of the needs of the over- 
vhelming portion of its subjects. In the 
cifért to promote the decencies of life, how- 
ever, it has the support of the best elements 
among all classes of the community. Those 
who protest in the name of liberty will prob- 
ably be found to have running in their veins 
the blood of those who, not a hundred years 
agc, denied their Catholic meighbours the 
right to live.”

BIG INCREASE IN RESERVE. 
Some important changes are shown in the 
Gank return. The reserve is fully £5,000,000 
higher at £57,456,369; for while the coin and 
bullion increased by about £237,000, there 
was a contraction of £5,821,000 in the note 
circulation. The gold coin and bullion is 
£211,000 higher at £149,837,878. A decrease 
of £7,510, in the Government securities 
is to be attributed to the repayment by the 
Government of ways and means advances, 
while the other securities are £2,891 ,000 
higher, the result, in part, of borrowing by 
the market during the week. Despite the 
indicated repayment of ways and means ad- 
vances, the public deposits are nearly 
£11,300,000 higher, indicating the magnitude 
of tax . collections. As a result of these 
changes, the. private deposits have fallen 
£10,867,000, of which £10,301,000 relates to 
the bankers’ accounts. With the combined 
deposits only slightly higher, and the reserve 
substantially larger, the proportion of the 
latter to the liabilities has risen 44 to 504 
per cent.

AMPLE TONNAGE AVAILABLE. 


The problem of the marketing of British- 
manufactured goods was dealt with in the 
report of the Liverpool Steamship Owners’ 
Association at the annual meeting of the 
members. ; 

Mention was made of the fact that imports 
into the United Kingdom showed a decrease 
In volume of five million tons on 


decline of 35 million tons in imports of raw 
materials. Imports of manufactured articles 
declined by one million tons, but still remain 
68 per cent. greater than those of 1913. 
Exports (including re-exports), other than 
coal, have increased in volume over 1927 by 
750,000 tons, or 5 per cent,, while the selling 
price per ton weight has declined a 
little. Coal exports, in spite of a _ re- 
duction in eeliing price to a figure 
verv littie in excess of pre-war, have 
declined by 620,000 tons. The decrease in 
coal exports in 1928, compared with 1913— 
riz., 23 million tons weight, means that more 
than 5,000 voyages of British ships. were 
made outwards from this country in ballast, 
instead of with full cargoes of coal, and the 
cost of these ballast voyages has gone to 
increase the cost of bringing in our imports. 
In volume of trade, the country is still 
behind the position of 1913, and the de- 
crease, in the main, is on the export side 
of the account. 
The report adds that all the sheltered in- 
dustries have added to the difficulties of 
export trade by using to the full the 
privileged position which their freedom from 
direct competition has given them. The 
building industry, by its high charges and 
high wages, has kept the price of building 
for residential and industrial purposes at an 
uneconomic level, and thereby forced up the 
cost of living, and restricted both the mo- 
bility of labour and the development of in- 
dustrial enterprise throughout the post-war 
period, in which mobility and enterprise were 
of the greatest importance. 
In the towns, the level of rates is a most 
serious burden on industry, but the wages of 
municipal labourers stand at 96 per cent. 
above pre-war,:and compare favourably with 
those of the skilled men in the principal 
export trades. 
_ All industries, whether producing for the 
home or the overseas market, and all occupa- 
tione mimstering to those industries, are 
alike dependent on the maintenence of our 
exporting power, inasmuch as it is only by 
successful exportation that the supplies of 
food and materials necessary for our exist- 
ence as a nation can be secured. The 
shipping industry itself has’ recognised: that 
fact. Freight rates in the open freight 
market of the world during the last seven 
years have ranged between 8 and 27 per 
cent. above pre-war level, and it is out of 
such increase that the shipowners have had 
to meet the far greater increase in the cost 
of building, maintaining, and running their 
vessels. Notwithstanding these difficulties, 
there is now available ample British tonnage, 
well equipped and efficiently manned, ready 
to cope with far more than pre-war trade. 


IODINE IN THE AIR. 


DISCOVERIES IN RECENT 
RESEARCH. 
A review of existing information of that 
single element iodine, ‘‘ which research has 
shown to be absolutely essential for the main- 
tenance of physiological balance of the animal 
organism,’’ is the subject of a report issued 
by the Medical Research Council. The report 
is the work of Dr. J. B. Orr, D.8.0., ard 
Dr. Isabella Leitch, of the Rowett Research 
Institute, Aberdeen, and deals with “' Iodine 
in nutrition.” 
Discussing the sources of iodine, the report 
states that ‘‘aithough marine plants and 
Jankton are very rich in iodine, the common 
idea that the sea is especially high in iodine 
as compared with the land is not supported 
by the facts. Nor is the sea our chief source 
of iodine. The richest known deposit, ard 
the one from which most of the world’s sup- 
plies are obtained, is in Chile, and this is not 
a marine deposit.”’ 
The amount of iodine in the air, 1t was 
found, varied greatly in the same locality. 
The iodine in rain and snow was higher in a 
town than in the open country, and 
diminished with increasing height above sea- 
level. ‘The first shower of rain after a dry 
ag contained more iodine than subsequeut 
ails, 
As to the iodine content of plants, that of 
legumes was found to be higher than that of 
cereals. ‘The available iodine in the soil, 
however, was of much greater importance in 
determining the iodine content of the plant 
than was the species to which the plant be- 
longed. The amount of iodine in fresh-water 
plants (such as watercress) was much lower 
than in marine plants, but was higher than 
that found in most land plants. 
As to the offect of iodine on the growth of 
children, experiments in Switzerland had 
ys receiving potassium iodide 
w on an average 0.7cm. more than un- 
treated boys and put on 0.2kgm. more in 
girls grew on an average 
gm.
